2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The limitations of an elevator 
emergency stopping controller with an emergency power supply/emergency brake switch wherein the 
brake and power supply to the motor are controlled and arranged to allow energizing of the elevator 
motor only if the brake is energized, is not taught or reasonably suggested by the cited art of record.
